The World of Wheat 


By H. G. L, STRANGB 
Director, ‘‘The Crop Testing Plan.” 


Analysis of thousaids of farmers’ 
fields of wheat just concluded by 
the “Crop Vesting Plan,’’ reveal 
that many farmers are losing grades 
and yield and so losing money, be- 
cause their grain has become mixed. 

In northern areas some farmers are 
still growing mixtures of iow yielding 
and low quality varieties such as 
Preston, Stanley’and Huron which 
cannot grade higher than No. 8 
Northern, 

Then in parts of northern and 
western Alberta some farmers who 
changed from Garnet to another 
variety still have Garnet mixed in 
their crops, and so the grade is low- 
ered 

In central Alberta Golden Bal) 
Durum unfortunately still persists, 
and is seen in some areas mixed with 
hard Red Spring wheat, causing a 
serious lowering in grade. 

In Southern Alberta mixtures of 
Marquis and of the earlier variety 
Red Bobs have been noted. Such 
mixtures, of course, cannot be har- 
vested to the best advantage, and go 
the grain usually contains unripe 
green marquis kernels 

Thousands of farmers are losing 
money by growing these mixtures. 
All farmers should guard againat 
such losses This can easily be done 
by having a sample of the grain they 
intend to sow tested free by ‘‘Crop| 
Testing Plan,”’

Delivery Restrictions 
Somewhat Eased 


The situation with regard to the 
delivery of grain this fall seems to 
be easing off somewhat. Restrictions 
on delivery of barley and oats have 
already been removed and at four- 
teen points in Southern Alberta the 
delivery quota on wheat has been 
raised to ten bushels per seeded acre.
